“That more votes than were cast, 
were in 1914 counted for and against 
Prohibition in a number of San Fran­ 
cisco precincts that went overwhelm­ 
ingly against Prohibition, is regarded 
in some quarters as a joke. 
But it is 
not a joke. 
There is more than the 
liquor issue at stake in this. 
Democ­ 
racy is at stake. 
“It is noteworthy that the commu­ 
nity in which this ballot-atuffing took 
place was responsible for the forging 
of 
the 
referendum 
petition 
under 
which the Bedlight 
Abatement 
Act 
was held up. 
It is probably too much 
to ask of the San Francisco authori­ 
ties that the ballot-stuffers be prose­ 
cuted. 
When pressure from outside 
San Francisco compelled prosecution 
of the forgers of the Abatement Act 
petition, all but one of them were 
turned loose Immediately on proba­ 
tion, and the one exception was re­ 
leased after a short term in the coun­ 
ty jail.

STATE BANKERS 
TURN NWN BOOZE 


Refuse to Adopt Resolutions 
ta Opposition to Pro- 


At the State Bankers’ Convention 
held at Fresno In May, the liquor in­ 
terests attempted to put through the 
convention 
resolutions 
placing 
the 
bankers on record against the pro­ 
hibition amendment and the amend­ 
ment to prevent the sale of intoxi­ 
cants in public places which are now 
before the state for ratification. 
In this tile pro-liquor forces met with 
signal failure. 
Although they succeeded in securing 
from the committee on resolutions a 
recommendation that the bankers take 
such action, the convention refused to 
adopt the resolutions offered. 
Commenting upon this action, the 
Fresno Republican, in its issue of May 
12th, says: 
“The 
business 
arguments 
on 
behalf of certain rights of the wine 
industry will begin to be entitled 
to consideration only when the 
wine industry presents them sep­ 
arately. 
The business arguments 
on behalf of the saloons (which is 
the real issue meant even when 
most of the talk is about ‘wine’) 
are arguments which simply do 
not exist. 
There are no business 
considerations whatever in favor 
of retaining tho saloons. 
All the 
legitimate arguments in their be­ 
half are moral arguments, and, as 
suggested above, there are such 
arguments. 
“With these moral arguments 
the saloons might have at least a 
theoretical right to approach the 
churches and ask for a hearing. 
Their ease, weak as It may seem 
and hopeless as it certainly would 
be, as a moral issue before the 
tribunal of the churches, is at 
least nothing like so weak as their 
case as a business issue before 
any body of business men like the 
bankers. 
The action of the state 
bankers in Fresno indicates that 
they had reached this conclusion.”
